By a late Military order. issned by the

The 
first district has its head-quarters at Hnamil- 
ton, and is under the command of Major 
General G. Napier, C. B, This district ex- 
tends westward from a line drawn due north

On the oc- 
currence of the first heavy North-easter, 
after the sinking of the wee’ the force of 
wind, the heave of the sea, and the action of 
the quicksands, will, according to all pre- 
vious experience, dissipate the Yankee ob- 
stroctions with a rapidity nearly.as great as 
that of the late lerrible conflagration. We 
have known new and first class ships, of 
nearly 1,000 tons capucity, loaded with rail- 
road iron, stop on the bar, in mid channel, 
and ina few weeks there would hardly be 
a trace of them, and what could be found 
had worked up on the shallow part of the 

ar. The permanent closing of Charleston 
harbor by sinking vessels at the entrance we 
consider an impossibility, and nothing buta 
Government mad with folly and revenge 
would attempt it. This attempt of the 
Yankees, however, will have one good effect, 
tending to quiet the nerves of any excita 
ble citizens who may have supposed that 
the Lincolnites intended an attack on our 
city from the sea.”
